TOKIO, Dec. 6.—Destruction or fiight are 
the alternatives confronting the Russian 
naval force at Port Arthur. From 23-me- 
ter hill the Japanese are pouring a deadly 
fire upon the fleet, and several have al- 
ready suffered serious damage. 

To the capture of the hill the Mikado's 
army owes the advantage it now possesses 
over the Russian squadron. While it re- 
mained in Gen. Stoessel’s hands the ships 
were able to find shelter behind Pelyu 
trrounrtain. The eapture of a cotmmanding 
eminence overlooking the harbor has de- 
prived them of this haven. 

Whether they will be able to run Ad- 
mira] Togo's slockade is more than doubt- 
ful. Bqually hopeleas seems to be their 
chance of meeting the Japanese fighting 
vessels in the open eea.

The notorious Madison poolroom, exposed 
in the Pogt-Dispatch, continues to operate 
in violation of the laws of Illinois. 

The Macison County Board of Supervisors 
held a meeting Monday afternoon to dis- 
cuss the violation of the law by the pool- 
room, their attention having been called 
to it by the Post-Dispatch. 

All of the 38 members of the board were 
present. After a thorough discussion of 
the poolroom the board sent for the new 
etate’s attorney, J. Frank Gillham, and 
Sheriff G. F. Crow and unanimously passed 
a resoiution calling on Gillham, Crow and 
the grandjury to do their duty in enforc- 
ing the law to suppress the poolroom. 

State's Attorney Gjliham, who was in- 
ducted into office Monday, was asked by 
the Post-Dispatch what official action he 
would take. 

“IT can say nothing about the matter at 
this time,” said Mr. Gillham, “because I 
know nothing. I did not know that there 
was a poolroom in Madison Country until 
yesterday, when 1 was told of it. 

“T have found a great mass of more im- 
pertant business to handle, which I am 
preparing to take up. However, the grand- 
jury is here if anyone desires to have the 
povirooms investigated.

An information was filed Tuesday by As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney W. Scott Hancock 
agairst Dr..John C. Bram, charging him 
with manslaughter In the fourth degree.

Charles Frost, for twenty years a confi- 
dential clerk for firms at the National 
stockyards, East St. Louis, whose method- 
icd] and unexciting life is evidenced by the 
fact that for ten years he has not failed 
to go to bed at 9 o'clock and arise at 6, 


is a prisoner in the East St. Louis police’ 


station, admitting himself an embezzler to 
the extent of at least $10,000. 

Of all the working force to which Frost 
belonged he is probably the least sur- 
prised at his arrest. His associates have 
looked on him for twenty years as a 
mode] man. He was entrusted with the en- 
tire management of the offices in which he 
was employed, and those whom he defraud- 
ed have been compelled to ask him to point 
out the irregularities in his accounts. To 
them the discovery of his embezzlement ts 
a great shock. 

Frost says: “I was not surprised at my 
arrest. One firm that has employed me is 
preparing to go out of business. In set- 
tling up I expected they would find me 
out.”’ 

Frost was arrested Monday night in the 
room at the 8t. Louis Hotel, Fourth and 
Locust streets, where he has lived for 10 
years. He has been employed for four 
years by Carleton, Coy & Irons and Hen- 
ry Arnold, cattle dealers at the National 
Stockyards as confidential clerk and 
cashier. 

Arnold discovered the first indication of 
a shortage in examining his books, Mon- 
day, and investigation by other firm mem- 
bers revealed further peculations. He be- 
lieves they will reach $21,000, although P. 
B. Carlton of Carlton, Coy & Irons said 
Tuesday that he had no idea of the exact 
arrount. 

Frost lays his trouble to three causes: 
Speculation in grain, a habit of loaning 
money to friends and his love for a woman 
whose identity he refuses to divulge. 
fFaying merely that he has not seen her 
for two years. 

“I was not altogether successful in spec- 
ulation and sometimes needed more money 
than I had. Other losses were in the 
form of loans. To meet these I took from 
the funds of the companies I worked for. 
I haven’t taken much in the pust two 
years.” 

Just how Frost covered his acts {s 
not determined. He was always entrusted 
with the care of the books of the firms 
he worked for and Tuesday morning was 
taken to their offices in the custody of 
a detective to show the discrepancies with 
which he Is charged. 

It is believed, however, that his method 
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was to transfer funds from the accounts} 
of one employer to those of another and | 
thus cover up his shortages at times when | 

i 


an examination might reveal them. 

“We don’t know anything about the em- 
bezzlement except that Frost is short,”’ | 
said Mr. Carleton. ‘“‘We are dumbfounded. 
Frost has been regarded as a model man 
and we paid almvust no attention to his 
work. We had absolute confidence in him.”’ 

Frost first began to work about the stock- 
yarde 20 years ago. He came from Win-| 
chester, lll. He was known as‘a man who| 
never drank, smoked or gambled and eal 
believed to have considerable wealth. He’! 
received $125 a month. 

Frost says that he stfll hag $1000 in 
bonds and $1200 in collectable notes. This, 
he suys, is the present extent of his prop- 
erty. 

During the past ten years of his serv- 
ice at the stockyards Frost has lived 
at the St. Louis hotel. He was also re- 
garded there as an exemplary man. He 
had few intimates, apparently, and was 
not communicative. Regarding his 
methodical habits a clerk at the hotel 
said Tuesday: 

“We needed no clock here. We could 
tell the time by Frost. He always came in 
at 9 o'clock and got up at 6.’’ 

He did not deviate from the habit Mon- 
day night, although expecting arrest. He 
walked into the hotel lobby at 8:50 o'clock 
and was at once placed under arrest by 
an officer who was waiting for him. 

He was first taken to the Four Courts 
by the Hast St. Louis detectives and then 
across the river to the Fast St. Louis 
station. He went without requisition pa- 
pers. 

His attempt to secure release on bond 
was unsucessful, and he was locked in 
a cell until taken to the office of hig em- 
loyers at the stockyards to go over the 
ooka. 

Frot is 4) years old and unmarried. He 
is a slight man with sandy hair and mus- 
tache. He dresses neatly, but not flashilv 
When arrested he wore a.gray suit and 


derby hat, but no overcoat.

Curious Miaventy Body Seen 
Flashing Through the Sky 
at Webster Groves, 


ASTRONOMER EXPLAINS IT 


St. Louis University Professor 
Discredits Comet Theory, but 
Says It Was Double Meteor. 


8. G. Zahn of 4458 Greer avenue writes to 
the Post-Dispatch under date of Dec. 4 
that while in the vicinity of Loretto 
Academy, at. Webster Groves, the evening 
previous, he observed what he believed to 
be a comet. 

He wrote: “It seemed to come from the 
southwest to the northeast. It seemed to 
be a double comet and was plainly visible 
for about 15 seconds, when it disappeared. 
It appeared to travel at a tremendous rate. 
It appeared at about 5 o'clock tn the even- 
ing.’’ 

Zahn drew a sketch of the double heav- 
éenly body as it appeared to him, presenting 
ihe spectacle of two stars, each followed 
by a trail of lurninescent nebulae, the sec- 
ond, star occurring at the end of the tail 
of 6 first. 

When shown Zahn's letter,and drawing 
by a Post-Dispatch reproter, Rev. Father 
Chiurles J. Borgmeyer, 8S. J., professor of 
astronomy at St. Louis University, ex- 
plained that from all scientific indications 
it was doubtless g double meteor or shoot- 
ing star which had been observed at Web- 
ster Groves. These meteorites, traveling at 
such rapid raic of speed through the 
earths atmosphere as Zahn describes, 
sometimes explode twice, thus producin 
the instantaneous phenomeron whic 
cnused tho n®pression that a new comet 
nod appeared within the selur influence.

Determined to settle 
tion concerning the genuineness of the Car- 
negie notes in the defunct Citizens’ Na- 
tional! Bank of Oberlin, Receiver Lyon has 
gone to New York to submit the Instru- 
ments to the iron master. He is deter- 
mined to secure the truth, and will not 
leave until he receives a definite assurance 
that the millionaire did or did not sign 
the securities. 

Broken down by the ordeal of his confes- 
sion that the Oberlin bank holds notes in- 
dorsed by Mrs. Chadwick to the amount of 
$1,250,000, President Beckwith is on the 
verge of collapse. In speaking of the Chad- 
wick notes he vehemently demands that, if 
the signatures are forgeries, the hand of 
the law should be laid on Mrs. Chadwick. 
“Why should I stand the brunt of. the 
trouble,”’ he asks, weeping, ‘“‘for which an- 
other was responsible? 

“! had every reason to believe the notes 
genuine. Indeed, Mrs. Chadwick swore that 
she saw Mr. Carnegie sign them. She even 
brought an attorney, whose name I do not 
remember, but who repr sented himself as 
Mr. Carnegie’s personal representative, to 
ascure me that the signatures were gen- 
uine.”’

URGES WISDOM 


IN LAWMAKING 


Executive Congratulates the Nation on 
Unexampled Prosperity, but Sounds 
Warning Lest Vast Wealth Should 
Lead to Extravagance in Expenses 
of Government---Advises Same Care 
in Publie as in Private Business. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 6.—President Roose- 
velt's message was received and read be- 
fore the Fifty-eighth Congress today. Open- 
ing with. the briefest of introduction, the 
chief executive passes promptly to the con- 
sideration of the questions deemed by him 
most worthy of consideration at the pres- 
ent seseion of the international legisiature. 

The relations between capital and labor 
are first discussred. The question of the 

_econtrol of the great corporations is dea!t 
with at considerable length, the condition 
of the various government departments ts 

-‘briefly reviewed and some space is devoted 
to a recapitulation of the work recently 
accomplished by the administration. 

Of too many immigrants of the right 
kind the President remarks that there is 
no fear. A note of warning is sounded, 

however, against the debasing of jhe coun- 
try’s citizenship and a revision of the nat- 

- vraligation laws is suggested as most de- 
sirable. 

The United States foreign policy, Mr. 
Roosevelt ‘says, should be one of peace. 

That disarmament by the civilized powers 
would be followed by a recrudescence o? 
barbarism, he adds, is a certainty, how- 
ever, and an officlent army and still _strong- 
er navy are declared to be indispensable. 

Any designs of territorial aggrandizement 
at the expense of other nations in the 
western hemisphere are disavowed. The 
Philippines, it is asserted, are yet unfit for 
independence. They should, the President 
declares, receive the most earnest consid- 
eration and no effort should be spared to 
shape policies for their benefit. 

In outlining plans for the improvement 
of the city of Washington, the executive 
speaks of the importance of so directing 
affairs as to obviate the necessity of driv- 
ing women tnto the workshop or factory. 
Woman's field, it is asserted, is that of 
the home, and no land in which famty 
life or the rearing of large families {ts dis- 
couraged can be otherwise than decadent. 

The text of the message is as follows: 
T the Eerate and House of Representa- 

tives: 

The nation continues to enjoy noteworthy 
prosperity. Such prosperity is of course 
}rimarily due to the high individual aver- 
age of our citizenship, taken together with 
our great natural resources; but an im- 
portant factor therein is the working of 
our long-continued governmental policies. 
The people have emphatically expressed 
their approval of the principles underlving 
these poltcies, and their desire that these 
principles be kept substantially unchanged. 
e@ithough of course applied in a progressive 
spirit to meet changing conditions, 

The enlargement of scope of the functions 
of the national government required by our 
development as a nation tnvoives, of 

course, inerease of 

expense; and the 
period of prosperity 
through which the 
country is passing justifies expenditures 
fof permanent improvements far greater 
than would be wise In hard times.

With regard to labor the problem is no 
less important, but it is simpler. As long 
as the states retain the primary control 


of the police power the circumstances must 
be altogether extreme which require inter- 
ference by the federal authorities, whether 
in the way of safeguarding the rights of 
labor or in the way of seeing: that wrong 
is not done by unruly persons who shield 
themselves behind the name of labor. If 


there is resistance to the federal courts, in- 
terference with the mails, or interstate 
oommence, or molestation of federal prop- 
erty, or if the state authorities in some 
crisis which they are unable to face cai) 
for help, then the federal government may 
interfere; but though such _ interference 
may be caused by a condition of things 
amsing out of trouble connected with some 
question of lwbor,. the Interference itself 
simply takes the form of restoring order 
without regard to the questions which 
have caused the breach of order—for to 
keep order is a primary duty and in a 
time of disorder and violence all other 
questions sink into abeyance until order 


has been restored. In the District of Co- 
lumbia and in the terrttories the federal 
law covers the entire field of vernment; 
but the labor question is only acute in 
populous centers of commerce, manufac- 
tures, or mining. Nevertheless, both In the 
enactment an@ in the enforcement of law 
the faderal gpe teeny: within its reatricted 
Sphere should set an example to the state 
overnments, especially in a matter so vi- 
tal as this affecting labor. I believe that 
under modern industria] conditions it is 
often necessary, and even where not neces- 
fary it is vet often wise, that there should 
be organization of labor in order better to 
secure the rights of the individual wage- 


; worker. All ercouragement should be given 


to any such organization, so long as it is 
conducted with a due and decent regard 
for the rights of others. There are in this 
country some labor unions which have 
habitually, and other labor unions which 
have often, been among the most effective 
agents in working for good citizenship and

Large 
as this expenditure has been, the beneft- 
cent results attained in extending the free 
distribution of mails to the residents of ru- 
ral districts have justified the wisdom of 
the outlay. Statistice brought down to Oct. 
1, 194, show that on that date there were 
27,138 rural routes established, serving ap- 
proximately 12 000,000 of people in rural d's- 
tricts remote from stoffices, and that 
there were pending at that time 23859 peti- 
tions for the establishment of new rural 
routes. Unquestionably some part of the 
general increase tn receipts is due to the 
increased postal facilities which the rural 
service has afforded. The revenues have 
also been greatly aided by amendments in 
the classification of mail matter and the 
curtailment of abuses of the second-class 
mailing privilege. The average increase in 
the volume of mat] matter for the period 
beginning with 1992 and ending June. 19%

Is he thinking of exclusive jurisdiction over such matters? Are| 
the states to stand modestly aside and accept such regulations 
as Congress may enact? Would he discourage state action 

- looking to the protection of local interests against the depreda- 
tions of piratical corporations? 

The Bureau of Corporations is making investigations. But 
it is “the policy of the bureau to accomplish the purposes of its 
creation by co-operation, not antagonism; by making con- 
structive legislation, not destructive prosecution, the immediate 
object of its inquiries. Its policy being thus one of open in- 
quiry into, and not attack upon business, the bureau has been

Moreover, is it quite consistent to assure us in one and the 
same paragraph that there is a latent barbarism in the character 
of the civilized man, inchiding Americans, and that among Ameri- 
cans there are so many cravens and cowards that they con- 
stitute 2 menace against which a president should give solemn 
warning? Are weaklings found among barbarians always on the 
lookout for war?

married Anson Phelps Stokes’ daughter, 
declares that continued immigration from 
Southern Europe will make the American 
skull shorter and broader. 

When it is remembered that more than 20,- 
000,000 immigrants have come to the United 
States since 1820, and that our immigration 
-which at present amounts to about 1,000, - 
000 persons a year—has largely changed 
from Northern Europeans to Southern and 
astern Europeans—lItalians, Hungartans, 
Lithuanians, Croations, and Polish, Rou- 
manian and Russian Jews—this prophecy 
regarding the shape of the future Ameri- 
can’s head is pregnant with suggestions of 
coming changes in our national charaéter- 
istics. 

The broad-and-short-headed man is pfac- 
tical but unimaginative. The man with 
the high narrow head fs the idealist. 

One can execute, but cannot invent. The 
other is a dreamer, without force or men- 
tal dispostion to carry his ideas into ef- 
fect. 

Last Friday 49% immigrants were landed 
in the port of New York. The next day 
1949 more were landed. This made 9854 im- 
migrants in two days, the vast majority 
being of the short-and-broad- headed type 
of southern and eastern Europe. 

In those two days less than 0 persons 
were born in the whole city of New York. 

It is said that Americans were becoming 
less sentimental and more practical, and 
this criticism is applied more frequently 
as the industrial supremacy of America 
becomes more apparent. 

It is also asserted that the birth-rate 
among native Americans is decreasing in 
communities where the inrush of aliens 
has increased industrial competition and 
forced the standard of living downward. 
That suggestive fact is shown in Connec- 
ticut, Maine, Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire, Rhode Island and Vermont, where in 
1900 the vearly death-rate of white persons 
of native parentage exceeded the birth-rate 
by more than one in a thousand, but the 
birth-rate among white persons of foreign 


than 44 In a thousand. 

The change in economic conditions be- 
ing better for the immigrant and worse 
for the native, explains this curlous and 
startling tendency which leads many who 
are studying the situation to prophesy the 
rapid submergence and final extinction of 
the original white stock of the country. 

If the American of the future is to 
have a short and broad skull—and a giance 
at any average audience in the crowded 
neighborhoods of New York tends to con- 
firm the theory—it is interesting to know 
what science reveals concerning the sub- 
ject. 

While the so-called science of phrenology 
is not seriously accepted, there are cer-

gist, and Mantegazza, the anthropologist, 
have, by investigating the skulls and men- 
tal characteristics of thousands of human 
beings, proved a relationship between the 
two to whidh there are few exceptions.

The Western Jockey Club's refusal to re- 
instate the Union track in St. Louls and !ts 
denial of dates to the new track in New 
Orleans means trouble. 

The new track at New Orleans hag inade 
mo threats or given out any statement 
as to its policy if denied dates. Tiie nat- 
ural presumption, however, would be that 
the men who have invested several hun- 
dred thousand dollars in a racing plant 
are not going to sit idly by and make no 
effort to operate the plant. 

Union has already thrown down the 
gauntlet to the Western Jockey Club. When 
asked what his track wanted, P. J. Car- 
moay, general manager of the Union Jock- 
ey Club. stated that his folks would be 
satisfied with 320 racing days during any 
part of the season. 

“And if you are turned down?” inquired 
one of the stewards. 

“Then we will race six months,”’ declared 
Union's general manager. Disinteresied 
turfmen don't relish the prospect of anoth- 
er, knock-out, drag-out racetrack war, 
With its free gates. 

“What's the use of recognizing Union 
now, said a Western Jockev Cio megu. 
tO a Posi-Dispatch reporter this morning. 

“We fought them to a finish lasi season 
@nd beat Carmody and his associates fair 
@nd square. It was give and take and no 
Quarter to be shown. They lost big money 
and I don't think they have sinews of 
War to make another fight. Of course, if 
the Western Jockey Club reinstated the 
Plant and gave them dates it would be 
easy for the Union people to interest new 
capital and take the concern out of Re- 
ceiver John M. Wood's hands. Withou 
dates the track has no value. It will be 
gold to the highest bidder. The stockho'd 
ers can bid the plant in and then fight. 
but I don’t think they will waste any more 
good money.” 

On the other hand, Union's friends think 
they have an excellent chance of fighting 
the Fair Grounds and Delmar and holding 
their own with a free gate. 

“We didn't lose as much money as many 
Suppose in the racetrack fight,” said a 
Union officio] this morning. “It was a los- 
ing game for awhile, but we learned a lot 
and are confident that the track can be 
Operated at a small profit even in the face 
of stiff opposition during the coming sea- 
son. New Orleans’ new track will open at 
once and give us a lot of good horses in 
the spring. I know of several bookmakers 
who are willing to take our betting ring 
and guarantee all expenses. We may not 
make any money, but we won't lose any, 
@nd the satisfaction of knowing that the

NEW ORLBPANS, La., Dec. 6.—Spencer- 
ian. a bay mare, by Free Knight, out of 
Sarah Davis, has been of the most 
successful performers of the racing season 


of 1904. 

She has started twice at the present New 
Orleans meeting agd on each occasion won 
by a wide rigs Her first race was run 
on a fast track an@ her second in the mud, 
thus clearly demonstrating her ability to 
negotiate any kind of going. 

New Orleans turf followers are already 
beginning to make her a sort of idol. 

The most marked characteristic of Spen- 
cerlan's record is her consistency. 

Even when she has been defeated she 
has battled gallantly at every stage of the 
contest. ; 

Spencerian raced at New Orleans last 
winter, and the only thing she Inspired 
was sympathy for her owner—Hart Dern- 
ham—who was obliged to pay for her feed. 
Dernham, however, had faith in the abil- 
ity of his filly and that faith has added 
thousands of dollars to his bank account 


this year. 

Spencerian was developed in St. Louis, 
where she raced with indifferent success as 
a 22-year-old. Occasionally in her juvenile 
form she gave glimpses of the greatness 
which she has since attained. 

Her latést victory was over Orthodox, 
who was a pronounced favorite in the race 
and who has been ranked among the top- 
notchers of the Metropolitan circuit. 


Spencerian Cost 
Dernham Only $350. 


As a 2-year-old Spencerian was a 
Slight, almost frail, filly, but although 
she has not thickened much in the last 
12 months she has grown considerably 
and is in every respect a racy-looking 
thoroughbred. 

She is greyhound-like in appearance, 
and she has a remarkably well developed 
front that betokens great power and 
endurance. One would not suppose from 


her general appearance that she would 
be a good weight carrier, but such a 
conclusion would be erroneous. 

It is currently reported that the price 
paid by Mr. Dernham for Spencerian was 
$350, and it is almost a certainty that he 
could dispose of her now at $5000. 

During the racing season of 1904 she 
has won 20 races and has only been out 
of the money on four occasions. She 
did not earn a bracket during the New 
Orleans winter meeting of 1903 and it) 
was only in the spring of 1904 that she 
showed winning form. 

“I began running ber in $400 selling 
races,’ said Mr. Dernham a few days 
ago, “and when I could not run her in 
selling races any longer, I began drop- 
ping her into stakes, and it was just the 
same, she went on winning, and never 
was out of the money.” 

As a general rule, when a thorough- 
bred has shown itself to be of seeming 
no account, it usually never amounts to 
anything, but the case of Spencerian is 
a noteworthy exception to the rule, 


Filly Deserves 
Well-Earned Rest. 


She has been raced continually since last 
spring and is probably in for a hard cam- 


paign at New Orleans this winter. If the 
racing game had not become commercial- 
ized, Spencerian would now be enjoying a 
well-earned rest amid the bluegrass re- 
gions of Kentucky or Tennessee and come 
out next spring fit to win another fortune 
for her owner. 

But she will be raced to excess, os other 
good race horses have been before, and it 
is more than probable that she will train 
off and be of no account when she should 
in her prime. 

The American turf has given some glori- 
ous mares to the “‘sport of kings,’’ such as 
Firenz!,. Los Angeles, Correction, Yo Tam- 
bien and Imp, but these mares were raced 
in geason only and had the best of care 
taken of them. 

Spencerian would almost surely develop 
into another Imp were a different policy 
adopted towards her. 

She has won 20 races this year, and has 
enriched Hart Dernham, and on the ques- 
tion of fair play alone she ts rightfully en- 
titled to a good rest. 

As it ie impossible to keep an athlete in 
constant training without serious danger to 
his health, so the game thing applies to a 
thoroughbred race horse. 

Most of them are extremely sensitive to 
ill treatment, and it is a pity that there is 
not more sentiment and less love of moncy 
in the average sporting brain. With gen- 
erous treatment Spencerlan gives promise 
of being one of the turf stars of 1966. 

Spercerian'’s principal victories were on 
the Chicago tracks, where she met and van- 
quished the best the “Windy City” could 
produce.

by every means to aid in the development 
of the various movements which tend to 
provide substitutes for war, which tend to 
render nations in their actions toward one 
another, and indeed toward their own peo- 
ples, more responsive to the general geuti- 
ment of humane and civilized mankind, 
and on the other hand that it should keep 
prepared, while scrupulously avoiding 
wrongdoing itself, to repel any wrong, and 
in exceptional cases to take action which 
in a more advanced stage of international 
relations would come under the head of the 
exercise of the international police. A 
great free people owes it to itself and 
to all mankind not to sink into helpiessness 
before the powers of evil. 

We are in every way endeavoring to help 
on, with cordial good will. every movement 
which will tend to bring us into more 
friendly relations with the rest of mankind, 


In pursuance of this policy I shall shortly | 


lay before the Senate 
treaties of arbitration 
with all powers which 
are willing to enter into 
these treaties with us. It is not possive at 
this period of the world’s development to 
agree to arbitrate all matters, but there are 
many matters of possible differencp  be- 
tween us and other nations which can be 
thus arbitrated. Furthermore, at the re- 
quest of the Interparliamentary Union, an 
eminent body composed of practical states- 
men from all countries, I nave asked the

If a nation 
shows that it knows how to act with 
reasonable efficiency and decency in social 
and political matters, it it keeps order and 
pays its obligations, it need fear no inter- 
reference from the United States. Chronic 
wrongdoing, or an impotence which resuits 
in a general loosening of the ties of civil- 
ized society, may in America, as elsewhere, 
ultimately require intervention by some civ- 
ilized nation, and in the western hemisphere 
the adherence of the United States to the 
Monroe doctrine may foree the L'nited 
States, however reluctantly, in flagrant 
cases of wrongdoing or impotence, to the 
exereise #@f an international police power. 

Tl ereare cers onal crimes 6ommitted @n 
sovast ascale and of such peculiar horror 
as to make us doubt whetherit is nut our 
manifest duty to endeavor at leagt to show 
our disapproval of the deed and our sym- 
pathy with those who have suffered by 
it. The cases must be extreme in which 
such a course is justifiable. There must 
be no effort made to remove the mote 
from our brother's eve if we refuse to re- 
move the beam from our own. But in 
extreme cases. action may be justifiable 
and proper. What form the action shall 
take must depend upon the circumstances 
of the case; that is, upon the degree of: 
the atrocity and upon our power to rem- 
edy it. The cases in which we could in- 
terfere by force of arms as we interfered 
to put a stop to intolerable conditions in 
Cuba are necessarily very few. Yet it 
is not to be expected that a people like 
ours, which in spite of certain very ob- 
vious shortcomings, nevertheless as A 
whole shows by its consistent practice its 
belief in the principles of civil and re- 
ligious liberty and of orderly freedom, a 
people among whom even the worst crime, 
like the crime of lynching, is never more 
than sporadic, so that individuals and not 
classes are molested in their fundamental 
rights—it is inevitable that such a nation 
should desire eagerly to give expression 
to its horror on an occasion like that of 
the massacre of the Jews in Kishenef, or 
when it witnesses such systematic and 
long-extended cruelty and oppression as 
the cruelty and oppression of which the 
Armenians have been the victims, and 
which have won for them the indignant 
pity of the civillzed world. 

Even where it is not possible to s2cure 
n other nations the observance of the 
principles which we accept as axiomatic, 

it is necessary for us 
RIGHTS OF firmly to insist upon 
AMERICAN the rights of our 
CITIZENS ABROAD. own citizens without 
regard to whether! 
here or born abroad. It} 
difficult to secure irom 
for our Jewish fellow 
paasports and travel 
territory. Such con- 
duct is only unjust and _ irritat- 
ing foward us, but it is’ difficult to see 
its wisdom from Russin‘'s standpoint. No 
conceivable good is accomplished = fy it. 
If an American Jew or an American Chris- 
tian misbehaves himself in Russia he can 
at once be driven out; but. the ordinary 
American Jew, like the ordinary Ameri- 
can Christian, would behave just about as 
he behaves here, that is, behave as any 
good citizen ought,to behave; and where 
this is the case it is a wrong against which 
we are entitled to protest to refuse him 
his passport without regard to his conduct 
and character, merely on racial and re- 
ligious grounds. In Turkey our difficulties 
arise less from the way in which our citi- 
zens are sometimes treated than from the 
indignation inevitably excited in seetng such 
fearful misrule as has been witnessed, 
both in Armenia and Macedonia. 

The strong arm of the government in en- 
forcing respect for its just rights in inter- 
national matters is the navy of the United 

States. I most earnestly r°com- 
THE mend that there be no halt in the 
NAVY. work of upbuilding the Americas 

navy. There is no more patriotic 
duty before us asa people than to keep the 
navy adequate to the needs of this country’s 
position. We have undertaken to build the 
Isthmian Canal. We have undertaken to 
secure for ourselves our just share ir the 
trade of the Orient. We have undertaken 
to protect our citizens from improper 
treatment in foreign lands. We continue 
steadily to insist on the application_of the 
Monroe Doctrine to the Western Hem!ls- 
phere. Unless our attitude in these and all 
similar matters is to be a mere boastful 
sham we can not afford to abandon our 
naval program. Our voice is now potent 
for peace, and {s so potent, because we are 
not afraid of war. But our protestations 
upon behalf of peace would neither receive 
nor deserve the slightest attention if we 
were impotent to make them good, 

The war which now unfortunately rages 
in the far East has emphasized in strik- 
ing fashion the new possibilities of naval 
warfare. The lessons taught are both 
strategic and tactical, and are political as 
well as military. The experiences of the 
ware have shown in conclusive fashion 
that while sea-going and sea-keeping tor- 
destroyers are indispensable, and 
fast, lightly armed and armored cruisers 
very useful, vet that the main reliance, 
the main standby, in any navy worthy the 
name. must be the great battleships, heav- 
iy heavily gunned. Not a 
Russian or Japanese battleship has been 
sunk by a torpedo boat, or by gunfire, 
while among the less protected ships. 
cruiser after cruiser has been destroyed 
whenever the hostile squadrons have got- 
ten within range of one another's weap- 

There will always be a large field 
of usefulness for cruisers, especially of 
the more formidable type. We need to in- 
crease the number of torpedo-boat de- 
stroyers, paying less heed to their having 
a knot or two extra speed than to their 
capacity to keep the seas for weeks, and. 
if necessary, for months. at a time. It 
ia wise to build submarine torpedo boats, 
as under certain circumstances they 
might be very useful. But most of all we 
need to continue building our fleet of bat- 
tleships, or ships 80 powerfully arme 
that they can inflict the maximum o 
damage upon our opponents, and so well 
protected that they can suffer & severe 
hammering in return without fatal im- 
pairment of their ability to’ fight and ma- 
neuver. Of course. @ means must be 
provided for enabling the personnel of the 
navy to be brought to the highest point of 
efficiency, Our great fighting ships and 
torpedo boats must be ceaselessly trained 
and maneuvered in squadrons. he offi- 
eers and men can only learn their trade 
thoroughly by jee on the 
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terews. The best officers and men in a 
poor Bhip could do nothing against fairly 
good opponents; and, on the other hand, 
a modern warship is useless unless the 
officers and men aboard her have become 
adepts in ther duties. The marksman- 
ship in our navy has improved in an ex- 
traordinary degree during the last three 
years, and on the whole the types of our 
battleships are improving; but much re- 
mains to be done. Sooner or later we 
shall have to provide for some method by 
which there will be promotions for merit 
as well as for seniority, or else retire- 
ment of ali those who after a certain age 
have not advanced beyond a certa 
grade; while no effort must be spared to 
make the service attractive to the en- 
listed men, in order that they may be 
kept as long as possible in it. Reserva- 
tion public schools showd be provided 
wherever there are navy yards. 3 
Within the last three years the United 
States has set an example in disarma- 
ment where disarmament was proper. 
By Jaw our army is fixed at a maximum 
of 100,000 and a minimum of 60,000 men. 
When there was insurrec-

tion in the Philippines we 
kept the army at the maximum. Peace 
came in the Philippines, and now 
our army has been reduced to the mini- 
mum at which it is possible to keep it 
with due regard to its efficiency. The 
guns now mounted require 28,000 men, 
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member that there is Hany ~ the highest 
standard of conduct among the Americans 
sent to the Philippine Isiands, not only 
among the public servants, but among 
the private individuals who go to them. 
t is because I feel this so deeply that in 
the administration of these islands I have 
positively refused to permit any discrim!- 
nation whatsoever for political reasons and 
have insisted that in choosing the public 
servants consideration should be paid scle- 
ly to the worth of the men chosen and 
to the needs of the islands. There {s no 
higher body of men in our public service 
than we have in the Philippine Islands 
under Gov.

We should be able, in the 
event of some sudden emergency, to put 
into the field one first-class army corps, 
which should be, as a whole, at least 
the equal of any body of troops of like 
number belonging to any other nation. 

Great progress has been made in protect- 
ing our coasts by adequate fortifications 
with sufficient guns. We should, however, 
pay much more heed than at present to 
the development of an extensive system 
of floating mines for use in all our more 
important harbors. These mines have 
been proved to be a most formidable safe- 
guard against hostile fleets.

In the Phillppine Islands there has been 
during the past year a continuation of the 
steady progress which has obtained ever 
since our troops definitely got the upper 
hand of the insurgents. The Philippine 
people, or, to speak more accurately, the

THE PHILIPPINES. even races, sun- 
dered from one 
another more or ‘less sharply. who go to 
make up the people of the Philippine Is- 
lands canatin many elements f good, and 
some elements .which we have a right to 
hope stand for progress. At present they are 
utterly incapable of existing in itndepend- 
ence at all or of building up a civilization 
of their own. T firmly believe that we can 
help them to rise higher and higher in the 
scale of civilization and of capacity for 
self-government, and I most earnestly hope 
that in the end thev will be able to stand. 
if not entirely alone, vet in some such re- 
lation to the United States as Cuba now 
stands. This end is not yet in sight. and it 
may be indefinitely postponed if our peo- 
ple are foolish enough to turn the atten- 
tion of the Filipinos away from the prob- 
lems of achieving moral and material pros- 
perity, of working for a stable, orderly 
and just government, and toward foolish 
and dangerous intrigues for a complete in- 
dependence for which they are as yet to- 
tally unfit. 

On the other hand. our people must keep 
steadily before their minds the fact that 
the justification for our stay in the Pnhi!- 
ippines must ultimately rest chiefly upon 
the good we are able to do in the islands. 
I do not overlook the fact that in the 
development of our interests in the Pacific 
ocean and along its coasts. the Philippines 
have played and will play an important 
part, and our interests have been served 
in more than one way by the possession of 
the islands. But our chief reason for con- 
tinuing to hold them must be that we ought 
in good faith to try to do our share of the 
world’s work, and this particular piece of 
work has been imposed upon us by the re- 
sults of the war with Spain. The »roblem 
presented to us in the Philippine Istands is 
akin to, but not exactly like, the vroblems 
presented to the other great civilized pow- 
ers which have possessions in the Orient. 
There are points of resemblance in our 
work to the work which is being done by 
the British in India and Egypt, by the 
French in Algiers, by the Dutch tn Java, 
by the Russians in Turkestan, by the Jap- 
anese in Formosa; but More distinctly 
than any of these powers we are endeavor- 
ing to develop the natives themselves, go 
that they shall take an ever-increasing 
snare in their own government. and as far 
as is prudent we are already admitting 
their representatives to a governmental 
equality with our own, 

There are commissioners, judges and gov- 
ernors in the islands who are Filipinos and 
who have exactly the same share in the 
government of the islands as have their 
colleagues who are Americans, while in the 
lower ranks, of course, the great majority 
of the public servants are Filipinos. With- 
in two years we shall be trying the experi- 
ment of an elective lower house in the 
Philippine legislature. It may be that the 
Filipinos will misuse this legislature and 
they certainly will misuse it if they are 
misled by foolish persons here at home into 
starting an agitation for their own inde- 
pendence or into any factious or improper 
action. In such case they will do them- 
selves no good and will stop for the time 
being all further effort to advance them 
and give them a greater share in their own 
government. But if they act with wisdom 
and self-restraint, if they show that they 
are capable of electing a legislature which 
in its turn is capable of taking a sane and 
efficient part in the actual work of govern- 
ment, they can rest assured that a full and 
increasing measure of recognition will he 

ven them. Above all they should remem.-

Every measure taken concerning the 
islands should be taken primarily with a 
view to their advantage. We should cer- 
tainly give them lower tariff rates on their 
exports to the United States: if this is not 
done it will be a wrong to extend our ship- 
ping laws to them. I earnestly hope for 
the immediate enactment into law of the 
legislation now pending to encourage Amer- 
ican capital to seek investment in the 
islands in railroads, in factories, in planta- 
tions, and in lumbering and mining.

RECOVERY FOLLOWS 
EARLY WEAKNESS 


Raid in Copper Causes Sharp 
Losses in the Opening 
Trading. 


RALLY QUICKLY FOLLOWS 


And Prices Generally Rule Slight- 
ly Above the Final Figures 
of Yesterday. 


Special to the Post-Dispates 
NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—Prices opened 
slightly easier on Wall street this morn- 
ing, following the weak and irregular close 
of yesterday, and although no adveise 
feature has developed over night relative 
to the securities market, sentiment as 
to the present market movement Is less Op- 
timistic. Amalgamated Copper shares 
were the center of an aggressive beargraid 
shortly after the opening on the publica- 
tion of an advertisement in the morning's 
press by a praminent Boston copper oper- 
ator. The general list was also depressed 
a further fraction under this influence. 
The range of prices from the London 
market received before the local open- 
ing was irregular and in most instances 
slightly lower. Louisville & Nashville 
was the strong exception and rose %, 
supposedly on buying from this side. The 
rise in this issue in the recent market 
is being accounted for in a report that 
this company may be placed on a7 per 
cent guaranteed basis by the Atlantic 
Coast Line, and the Chattanooga & St. 
Louis taken over on the same terms. 
The money market still continues the 
center of considerable comment and in the 
face of the export engagement of $1,000,000 
made for today.

President of World’s Fair Says 
Superior Jury Has Final Au- 
thority in Making Awards to 
Competing Fair Exhibitors. 


LS 


SAYS CORRUPTION CHARGES 
CAN STILL HAVE HEARING 


Deadlock Follows Declaration of 
Head of the National Commis: 
sion That Jury Appointments 
Are Subject to Ratification. 


According to the statements of President 
Francis of the World’s Fair and the na- 
tional commission, a deadlock exists be- 
tween the latter body and the Exposition 
management over the final approval of the 
awards made by the juries, in connection 
with which bribery has been charged in 
complaints which the national commission 
says are filed with it. 

In its statement published exclusively in 
the Post-Dispatch Monday, the national 
commission maintains its right to super- 
vise the wards, and formally directs that 
its approval shall not be given to any 
awards on which charges of corruption are 
pending. 
gate. 

In a formal statement fssued tn reply, 
President Francis denies the national come 
mission's authority to investigate, and de- 
clares that it has been asked to submit any 
charges filed with it for the consideration 


jury, of which he is the head. 

By act of Congress a board of arbitration 
is provided for, to settle such disputes be- 
tween the national commission and the Ex- 
position company, but the former in a let- 
ter to President Francis says: “Your rep- 
resentative did not entertain a proposition 
for arbitration according to the suggestions 
submitted.’’ 

As stated in the Post-Dispatch, the na- 
tional commission says the Exposition com- 
pany has failed to submit the names of 
jurors for its approval, and also has not 
presented awards to the commission for 
approval. Consequently it is unable to look 
into aharges of corruption which have 
been filed with it. 


Denies Claim of 
Right to Approve. 


In his official reply, issued Monday night, 
President Francis says, in part: 

“Over a year ago rules governing the 
award of premiums were adopted by the 
Exposition company and approved by the 
national commission. Those rules definite'y 
provide that the superior jury shall finally 
and fully make all awards and shall make 
formal public announcement of the same 
as soon as practicable after the awards are 
made. Those rules took out of the control 
of the Exposition company, as well as of 
the national commission, the approval or 
disapproval of the awards. 

“The rules previde that q@ committee of 
five shall take up all work of the superior 
jury which fs not disposed of prior to the 
adjournment of the superior jury on Oct. 
16. 

“The National Commission selected ae its 
vice-president Judge Wilbur F. Boyle. The 
superior jury chose Commissioner-General 
Picard of France and Commissioner-Gen- 
eral Lewald of Germany, who, with Mr. 
Skiff and myself, constituted the committee 
of five. Mr. Picard was unable to serve, 
being called home, whereupon Commission- 
er-General Gerald waa selected in his 
stead. That committee has been in con- 
tinuous session since Oct. 15 Investigating 
complaints, giving to each and all careful 
attention. 

“The members of the national commis- 
sion have been repeatedly requested, both 
by the Committee of Five and the Expo- 
sition Company, to call to the attention 
of the committee any complaints which 
they may have received, so that the 
committee could give a thorough investi- 
gation to same before any award in re- 
spect to them should be announced, but 
up to the present time, for some reason 
which no member of the national com- 
mission has at any time disclosed, no in- 
timation of any complaint has heen fur- 
nished to the committee by the com- 
mission. 


Will Still Hear 


Charges of Fraud. 
“If, as stated in the letter of Mr. Carter, 


such affidavits or complaints of erroneous 
or wrongful awards are in the possession 
of the national commission, it would seem 
oniv fair and just to the exhibitors so 
complaining that the commission should 
submit them to the committee fn order that 
the matter cou.d be Investigated and the 
final award be properly and justly made. 
Not a single charge of fraud or corruption 
has been made to the committee of five. 
Every protest or appeal that has been 
made to me as president of the Exposition, 
or as president of the supertor jury, has 
been promptly submitted to the committee 
ve 

et ee 32.000 awards have been made. 
Notice of dissatisfatcion has been filed in 
not to exceed 1000 instances, and muny of 
these haye not been followed within the 
seven-day limit prescribed by the rules, by 
a statement tn writing giving the reasons 
for such dissatisfaction. 

“If any serious charge of fraud or cor- 
ruption can be made, it is not too late for 
the same to be submitted to the committee 
of five now. The committec Is still in seg. 
sion.”
